"Survival and growth rate both 
decreased

season pro g ressed ," Allen contin­ 
ued. "B etw een, Aug. 10 and Sept. 
30. there was an av erag e decline of 
1-3 pound a pig in weight at w ean ­ 
ing tim e for each day later in the 
season 
the 
pigs 
w ere farrow ed. 
And, by the tim e pigs w ere 22 
weeks old, this decline had in creas­ 
ed to nearly IV2 pounds per pig. 
Data to conduct the study was 
collected from 1420 pigs from 172 
litters farrow ed in the spring and 
fall of 1950 and 1951. Sows a n d 
pigs used in the ex p erim en t w ere 
those used in the sw ine breeding 
project and w ere from inbred lines 
m aintained at the Missouri Station.

"T he tim e of farrow ing 
in the spring had little influence on 
the pigs’ growth ra te to m a rk e t 
w eight." 
Fall - farrow ed litters averaged 
1V2 pigs larger than those farrow ­ 
ed in the spring. However, an analy 
sis of d ata show'ed that m ost of this 
difference was due to differences 
in the sows’ ages and not to season. 
By the tim e pigs w ere eight weeks 
old, the difference betw een size of 
fall and spring litters had d ecreas­ 
ed to 0 8 pig.

T here was very little difference 
in w eaning weights betw een spring 
and fall-farrowed pigs. 
B ecause of la rg e r litter size, fall 
pigs weighed an av e rag e of 35.7 
pounds m ore a litter than spring 
pigs.

Tho recent decline in soybean 
prices has caused m any farm ers to 
wonder when will bo the best tim e 
to sell soybeans from storage. Ag­ 
ricultural statisticians reported ll 
million bushels of soybeans in stor­ 
age oci Missouri farm s on Jan. I, 
1955. This is about 40 per cent of 
the state’s production last year and 
certainly an all-time record f o r 
farm storage in Missouri. No doubt 
some of these beans have been 
moved into m arket channels by this 
tim e but a record am ount still re­ 
m ains on Missouri farm s, and on 
Scott County farm s, for this tim e of 
year, thinks Tom B. Stroup, county 
agent. 
Thus far. farm ers have done a 
rem arkable job of m arketing the 
1954 crop of soybeans. The low 
month for soybean prices occurred 
last Septem ber when the average 
price received by Missouri farm ers 
was $2 51 per bushel. During 1953, 
when production was 81 million 
bushels less than in 1954. prices 
went down to $2.33 per bushel. If 
soybean growers had not stored 
this record amount of beans last 
fall prices undoubtedly would have 
gone below S2 per bushel. O rderly 
m arketing prevented the price de­ 
cline. 
Fast Pace Would Hurt 
We have a record supply of soy­ 
beans on hand at present and there 
could be a severe drop in prices 
if farm -stored soybeans are mov­ 
ed into com m ercial channels at a 
too rapid rate. 
There are at least two factors 
that point to a steady to strong 
m arket. One is the estim ate that 
50 million bushels of beans will be 
exported in 1955 com pared with 40 
million in 1954. And the other is 
the recent report that the world 
consumption of fats and oils is run­ 
ning ahead of world production. 
Our burdensome supply of fats and 
oils has been considerable reduced 
in the last twelve months. 
On the other hand, there a r e 
some factors that point to weaken­ 
ing soybean prices. These include 
the record production of 348 million 
bushels last year and a lower de­ 
m and for soybean oil meal. This 
lower dem and is due to the fact 
that farm poultry flocks, which are 
a prim e user of oil meal, have been 
severely curtailed during recent 
months. Also, the sm all placem ent 
in orders for baby chicks points to 
a sm aller dem and for soybean oil 
m eal for the rest of the year. 
Because of these factors, it is like 
Iv that the soybean m arket will re­ 
m ain fairly dull until new c r o p es­ 
tim ates enter the picture. Soybean 
prices could increase within t h e 
next few m onths. However, there 


does not appear to be any chance 
for a big rise and certainly no 
chance for any such rise as we 
had last year. 
There is some indication that 
soybean acreages are not likely to 
increase above those of last year. 
W eather conditions for oat seeding 
have been very favorable during 
the last three weeks and it ap­ 
pears that the state has seeded 
I a large crop. Quite often, oats are 
I planted on land that would ordin­ 
arily be put to soybeans if w eather 
is unfavorable at oat planting tim e. 
Short Com Crop 
The short crop of corn in 1954 
will certainly m ake a large acre­ 
age of corn desirable in 1955. Com 
also com petes with soybeans for 
land use and generally, the larger 
the corn crop, the sm aller t h e 
acreage to soybeans. On the other 
hand, wheat, corn, and cotton allot­ 
m ents point to a possible larger 
soybean acreage in Scott County. 
Some farm ers are likely to ex­ 
perience difficulty in keeping stor­ 
ed soybeans in condition as hot 
w eather approaches. It is very im ­ 
portant to exam ine the beans in 
storage regularly and beans should 
be moved into trade channels at the 
first sign that quality is deteriorat­ 
ing. 
If beans are still in gcn»d condi­ 
tion, the farm er will need to watch 
the m arket very carefully during 
the next three months. All of the 
gains which have been m ade by 
the orderly m arketing of the 1954 
crop could be lost if farm ers get 
too eager to sell beans from stor­ 
age.

Everyone knows the biblical 
warning 
against 
building 
a 
house on sand, also the folly of 
spending money on the mate­ 
rials that go into a house and 
trying to save on a cheap foun­ 
dation. 
But do faimers realize that 
the same principle applies to 
the purchase of seed for plant­ 
ing?
